The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Allentown 
State  Hospital  presents  to  you  their  Fortieth  Annual 
Report  accompanied  by  the  report  of  the  Superintendent, 
Dr.  Roy  W,  Go shorn. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  fiscal  year,  June  1, 
1951,  two  vacancies  existed  on  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
and  there  was  a further  change  in  this  Board  brought 
about  by  the  resignations  of  Messrs.  Louis  P0  Neuweiler 
Victor  R.  Schmidt  and  J » Edward  Durham,  Jr.  as  well  as 
Mrs.  Harvey  H.  Steckel,  The  Honorable  John  S.  Fine, 
Governor,  filled  four  of  these  vacancies  by  the  appoint 
ment  of  Mrs.  Herman  Ganz,  Judge  Henry  G.  Sweney,  Mr. 
Oliver  H.  Peter  and  Mr.  Howard  M,  Singmaster  as  members 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  Two  vacancies  still  remain. 
We  are  hopeful  that  Governor  Fine  will  soon  appoint 
these  two  additional  members. 

During  the  period  covered  by  this  report, 
eleven  meetings  were  held  by  the  Board  of  Trustees, 

The  turnover  of  employes,  especially  in  the 
Men’s  Division,  has  been  higher  than  last  year. 

Our  two  projects  with  the  General  State 
Authority  are  rapidly  being  completed.  We  are  hopeful 
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that  one  of  them  will  be  completed  by  the  1st. 
of  July,  1952,  and  the  other  in  October  or  No- 
vember, 1952. 

We  extend  cur  thanks  to  the  Governor 
and  Department  of  Welfare  for  their  coopera- 
tion and  support,  and  the  officers  and  employes 
of  the  Allentown  State  Hospital  for  their  loyal 
and  conscientious  service.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

To  the  Trustees  of  the  Allentown  State  Hospital: 

May  I take  the  honor  to  present  to  you  my 
report  for  the  fiscal  year,  June  1,  1951  to  May  31,  1952, 
As  you  go  over  this  report,  you  will  notice  that  this 
year  was  filled  with  a great  many  activities* 

MOVEMENT  OF  POPULATION 
On  May  22  the  maximum  hospital  population  of 
2120  patients  was  reached  for  the  year  which  is  an  in- 
crease of  14  patients  when  compared  with  the  June  1,  1950 
to  May  31,  1951  fiscal  year  when  the  maximum  hospital 
population  was  2106®  The  daily  average  population  in  the 
hospital  rose  from  2066.53  to  2063.07.  During  the  fiscal 
year  which  is  covered  by  this  report  we  had  a daily  aver- 
age of  364.52  patients  on  furlough,  this  constituting 
17%  of  the  daily  average  in  the  hospital  and  15%  of  the 
total  number  on  our  books  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year.

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The  largest  diagnostic  group  in  both  first  admissions 
and  readmissions  again  is  dementia  praecox,  24%  of  the  first 
admissions  and  4&%  of  the  readmissions  being  in  this  diagnostic 
category.  The  second  largest  group  in  the  first  admissions  is 
senile  psychosis  which  constitutes  16 % followed  by  psychosis  with 
cerebral  arteriosclerosis  which  is  10% ; primary  behavior  disorders 
9 %;  manic  depressive  psychoses  6%;  alcoholic  psychoses  5%;  un- 
diagnosed cases  and  without  psychosis,  psychopathic  disorders 
each  4%,  and  without  psychosis,  mental  deficiency  and  psychosis 
with  syphilitic  meningo-encephalitis  each  3%  followed  by  involu- 
tional psychosis  2 %>.  Manic  depressives  again  are  the  second 
largest  group  in  the  readmissions,  they  constituting  27 %>  followed 
by  alcoholic  psychoses  5%,  psychosis  with  convulsive  disorders, 
senile  psychoses  and  without  psychosis,  psychopathic  disorders  3%. 

Ninety-four  per  cent  of  our  first  admissions  were  born 
in  the  United  States. 

Statistics  regarding  age  at  first  admission  during  the 
fiscal  year  just  ended  show  that  19%  were  under  15  years  of  age, 

5 % in  the  15  to  19  year  age  group,  4%  in  the  20  to  24,  6%  in  the 
25  to  29,  1%  in  the  30  to  34,  8%  in  the  35  to  39,  6 % in  the  40  to 
44,  4%  in  the  45  to  49,  4%  in  the  50  to  54,  6%  in  the  55  to  59, 

4%  in  the  60  to  64,  8%  in  the  65  to  69  and  19%  in  the  age  group 
of  70  years  and  over. 

Figures  relating  to  marital  condition  reveal  that  44% 
of  the  first  admissions  were  unmarried,  32%  married,  15%  widowed, 
5%  divorced  and  4%  separated.  Further  analysis  of  these  groups 
shows  that  males  constitute  63%,  females  37%  of  the  single  indi- 
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viduals,  males  50%  and  females  50%  of  the  married  group,  males 
45%  and  females  55%'  of  the  widowed  patients,  males  53%  and  fe- 
males 47%  of  those  in  the  divorced  category,  and  males  50%  and 
females  50%  of  the  separated  group. 
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Total  discharges  ere  37$  of  the.  first  admissions,  68$ 
of  the  total  admissions  and  14$  of  the  daily  average  population. 

The  preceding  table  of  discharges  shows  that  37 % of  the 
number  discharged  are  listed  as  recovered,  44 %°  as  improved,  5% 
as  unimproved  and  14$  as  without  psychosis 0 

Regarding  psychiatric  diagnosis  of  those  discharged, 

37$  are  classified  as  dementia  praecox;  12$  manic  depressive  psy- 
chosis; 10$  primary  behavior  disorders;  involutional  psychoses 
and  without  psychosis,  psychopathic  disorders  5$  each;  4$  psycho- 
neurosis; 3$  psychosis  with  syphilitic  meningo-encephalitis ; al- 
coholic psychoses,  psychosis  with  convulsive  disorders,  senile 
psychosis  and  without  psychosis,  mental  deficiency  2$  each,  and 
psychosis  with  cerebral  arteriosclerosis  1$. 

Our  statistics  show  an  increase  of  21  deaths  as  com- 
pared with  the  previous  year.  There  was  also  a decrease  of  20 
in  the  total  admissions,  but  an  increase  of  31  in  the  total  sep- 
arations from  the  hospital.  During  the  12  months,  June  1,  1951 
to  May  31 i 1952,  deaths  equalled  40$  of  the  total  admissions 
which  is  an  increase  of  7$  when  compared  with  the  previous  year. 
Deaths  equalled  8$  of  the  daily  average  in  the  institution,  and 
6$  of  the  total  number  under  treatment  during  the  fiscal  year. 

Of  the  total  deaths,  25$  were  in  the  psychiatric  group  of  senile 
psychoses;  20$  each  dementia  praecox  and  psychosis  with  cerebral 
arteriosclerosis,  6$  manic  depressive  psychosis,  and  5$  each 
involutional  psychoses  and  psychosis  with  syphilitic  meningo- 
encephalitis. 
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Regarding  the  causes  of  death,  we  find  that  5 $ of  the 
deaths  are  in  the  category  of  infectious  and  parasitic  causes; 
malignancies  accounted  for  1$;  15$  died  of  disorder  of  the 
nervous  system  and  organs  of  special  sense  and  61$  were  tabu- 
lated under  diseases  of  the  circulatory  system.  Respiratory 
system  disease  was  listed  as  the  cause  of  11$  of  those  patients 
who  died,  2$  being  due  to  pneumonia  and  9$  to  tuberculosis. 

Tabulation  of  age  at  death  reveals  that  1 patient  died 
under  the  age  of  20  and  no  patient  died  between  the  ages  of  20 
and  29.  5$  of  the  deaths  were  in  the  30  to  39  age  group,  6$  in 

the  40  to  49,  13$  in  the  50  to  59,  29$  in  the  60  to  69  and  45$  in 
the  age  group  of  70  years  and  over. 

Statistics  on  the  total  duration  of  hospital  life  of 
our  deceased  cases  show  that  20$  of  the  deaths  were  in  the  hospi- 
tal less  than  1 month  and  an  additional  12$  were  under  hospital 
treatment  from  1 to  3 months;  in  other  words;  32$  of  those  pa- 
tients who  passed  away  died  within  three  months  of  admission. 

Four  per  cent  of  our  deaths  were  under  treatment  in  the  institu- 
tion 4 to  6 months,  4$  7 to  11  months,  9$  1 to  2 years,  11$  3 to 
4 years,  12$  5 to  9 years,  16$  10  to  19  years  and  12$  20  years 
and  over.

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Cases  of  dementia  praecox  make  up  53$  of  the  residual 
hospital  population  followed  by  manic  depressive  psychoses  which  are 
8%.  Cases  of  mental  deficiency  with  and  without  psychosis  compose 
9$;  psychosis  with  syphilitic  meningo-encephalitis  5$;  alcoholic 
and  senile  psychoses  4%  each;  primary  behavior  disorders,  involution- 
al psychoses  and  psychosis  with  cerebral  arteriosclerosis  3 %>  each, 
psychosis  with  convulsive  disorders  and  undiagnosed  cases  2 %o  each 
and  psychoneuroses  1%, 

Of  the  residual  population,  5$  came  under  hospital  care 
before  the  age  of  20,  2 % were  in  the  20  to  24  year  age  group,  4$  in 
the  25  to  29  group,  6%  in  the  30  to  34,  9%°  in  the  35  to  39,  10 % in 
the  40  to  44,  10 %o  in  the  45  to  49,  9$  in  the  50  to  54,  10$  in  the 
55  to  59,  9$  in  the  60  to  64,  8$  in  the  65  to  69  and  12$  were  70 
years  and  over  when  admitted  * 

We  are  adding  by  way  of  comparison  percentages  of 
various  groups,  these  showing  ages  of  first  admissions  and  ages  at 
death  during  the  fiscal  year,  and  ages  on  admission  of  the  residual 
population.

Statistics  regarding  length  of  stay  in  the  hospital  of 


patients  discharged  during  the  fiscal  year  show  that  6l%  of  the 
first  admissions  were  in  the  institution  from  1 to  11  months;  16% 
jwer  j under  treatment  for  a year,  1 Qfo  for  2 years,  3%  for  3 years,  2% 
for  4 years,  6%  from  5 to  9 years  and  2%  from  10  to  19  years. 
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MEDICAL  STAFF 

We  have  one  medical  staff  member  less  than  last 
year,  Dr.  Gustave  A.  Gorisse  having  left  our  service  on 
December  28,  1951,  to  take  a position  with  the  Pennsylvania 
Railroad  Company  in  Pittsburgh.  This  has  incapacitated  our 
hospital  to  the  extent  that  the  Superintendent  has  taken 
ward  service  until  we  are  able  to  procure  seven  additional 
physicians.  Dr.  Raymond  Shettel  was  appointed  Assistant 
Superintendent  on  March  1,  1952.  Dr.  Max  Rossman  continues 
as  Clinical  Director;  Dr.  Norman  L.  Daley  has  charge  of  the 
acute  service;  the  children’s  unit  is  headed  by  Dr.  Roletta 
Jolly  Fritz;  Dr.  Shettel  has  charge  of  the  female  prolonged 
service,  and  Dr.  David  T.  Brewster  and  the  Superintendent 
the  male  prolonged  service.  Dr.  Rossman  continues  to  head  the 
Electrotherapy  Department  which  includes  X-ray  and  physical 
therapy,  and  Dr.  Shettel  continues  to  be  in  charge  of  electro- 
encephalography. Dr.  John  J.  Wenner  continues  as  our  part- 
time  pathologist  and  has  been  doing  fine  work.  He  conducts 
all  our  autopsies  and  frequently  visits  our  laboratory,  study- 
ing slides  as  well  as  doing  laboratory  procedures. 

Staff  conferences  were  held  each  morning  from  8:00 
to  9:00  with  the  exception  of  Sundays  and  holidays.  These 
were  in  charge  of  the  Clinical  Director,  Dr,  Rossman.  There 
were  300  staff  meetings,  the  cases  of  654  patients  having 
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been  studied  or  discussed  on  these  occasions.  Of  this  total, 
23$  cases  of  patients  were  restudied  for  re-evaluation  as  to 
treatment  and  progress  so  that  a complete  report  could  be 
made  to  the  court  in  relation  to  furlough  or  other  planning. 

HEALTH  CONDITIONS 

The  health  conditions  at  the  hospital  were  as  usual. 
We  had  several  patients  ill  with  measles,  particularly  our 
children. 

A chest  survey  was  done  by  Dr.  Louis  R.  Wiley  of 
Hanover,  Pennsylvania.  2073  patients  and  3$6  employees  in 
January,  1952,  had  chest  X-ray  examination  on  70mm.  film. 
14nxl7"  plates  were  made  in  the  cases  of  73  of  those  patients 
and  4 employees  in  whom  the  70  mm,  film  showed  suspiciously 
active,  advanced,  or  arrested  pulmonary  tuberculosis.  Eighty 
of  the  patients  had  active  lesions  varying  from  minimal  to 
far  advanced  pathology.  Five  additional  patients  had  pleural 
effusions,  tentatively  being  considered  as  suspiciously  tuber- 
cular etiologically . Percentage  of  tuberculosis  among  the 
patient  population  comes  to  4%.  179  patients  and  11  employes 

had  some  variety  or  other  of  chest  pathology.  The  difference 
between  these  totals  and  those  of  tuberculosis  is  represented 
by  enlarged  hearts,  aortas,  substernal  thyroid  enlargement, 
glandular  lesions,  anomalies,  pneumonoconiosis , and  arrested 
or  healed  tuberculosis. 
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We  have  continued  to  immunize  all  patients  admitted 
to  the  hospital  against  typhoid  fever,  diphtheria,  and  small- 
pox. 

DIABETES  MELLITUS 

We  have  continued  with  routine  treatment  of  our 
diabetics,  using  individual  diabetic  diets  and  prescribing 
insulin  as  necessary.  17  male  patients  and  13  female  patients 
received  insulin.  Our  diabetics  have  been  relatively  easy  to 
control,  possibly  because  we  have  a standardization  of  exer- 
cise which  is  not  obtainable  outside  an  institution. 

TYPHOID  CARRIERS 

We  have  continued  to  keep  the  typhoid  carriers  in 
isolation,  there,  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year,  being  10  such 
carriers. 

SYPHILIS 

The  treatment  of  syphilis  has  continued  basically 
the  same  as  last  year,  centering  around  malaria  fever  therapy 
and  the  use  of  bismuth  sodium  tartrate  and  neoarsphenamine .

ELECTROSHOCK 

We  have  been  using  the  glissando  type  of  electroshock 
treatment  in  carefully  selected  cases.  With  careful  screening, 
we  limit  electroshock  therapy  at  this  time  to  involutional, 
melancholia;  manic  depressive  psychosis,  depressed  phase  and 
an  occasional  dementia  praecox  of  the  catatonic  type  where  the 
illness  is  apparently  of  short  duration. 

SURGERY 

Since  July  1 , 1950,  we  have  not  done  any  major  sur- 
gery at  our  hospital.  We  feel  that  we  are  not  surgeons  but 
psychiatrists.  Arrangements  are  made  with  the  hospitals  in 
this  vicinity  for  our  surgical  patients  to  be  admitted  to  the 
general  hospitals  for  pretreatment  for  the  surgery  and  post- 
treatment, and  just  as  soon  as  the  patient  is  well  enough  to 
be  returned  to  the  hospital  he  is  brought  back  and  we  have 
carried  on.  There  were  8 cases  of  surgery  sent  to  hospitals 
in  this  vicinity--2  to  the  St.  Luke’s,  1 to  the  Sacred  Heart, 
and  5 to  the  Allentown  General  Hospital. 

Our  consultants  responded  very  quickly  and  gave  us 
their  very  fine  opinions  which  were  very  beneficial  to  us. 
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MINOR  SURGERY 

In  our  minor  surgery  we  continued  to  take  care  of 
accident  cases,  did  all  the  intravenous  work  there  as  well  as 
the  special  treatments.  During  the  fiscal  year,  there  were 
5jS64  treatments  and  examinations  given  in  our  minor  surgery. 

ELECTROCARDIOGRAPHY 

Twenty-seven  patients  and  employes  had  electrocar- 
diographic examinations  made,  the  tracings  being  interpreted 
by  Dr.  Norman  L.  Daley. 

ELECTROENCEPHALOGRAPHY 

Twelve  electroencephalographic  examinations  were 
done  on  hospital  patients  during  the  year. 

SPECIAL  THERAPIES 

Eleven  female  and  nine  male  patients  received  insulin 

subshock. 

Considerable  individual  psychotherapy  as  well  as 
group  psychotherapy  was  done  on  the  female  prolonged  service 
as  well  as  the  children’s  unit.  Considerable  individual  psy- 
chotherapy was  done  by  Dr.  Roletta  J.  Fritz  and  Norman  L.  Daley. 
Dr.  Shettel  experimented  with  bulbocapnine  in  preparation  to 
the  writing  of  a paper  which  was  read  at  the  American  Institute 
of  Homeopathy. 
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HYPNOSIS 

We  have  continued  with  some  hypnosis  with  the  chil- 
dren. An  interesting  incident  was  that  we  had  three  boys  who 
escaped  frequently.  We  simmered  it  down  to  that  one  of  the 
boys  was  very  clever  with  opening  locks  with  a piece  of  wire. 
This  boy  was  hypnotized  and  given  a posthypnotic  suggestion 
to  the  effect  that  he  could  not  run  away.  From  this  time  on 
he  did  not  escape,  but  the  other  two  boys  did.  On  investigation 
we  found  that  this  boy  was  opening  the  locks  for  them,  permit- 
ting them  to  escape  so  that  we  again  hypnotized  this  boy  and 
gave  him  the  posthypnotic  suggestion  that  he  could  not  open 
the  locks  except  with  a key  and  this  has  discontinued  the  es- 
caping from  the  boys’  unit, 

OPHTHALMOLOGY 

Dr.  Rossman  has  continued  to  examine  most  of  our 
ophthalmologic  cases  although  Drs.  Samuel  Phillips,  John  Mench 
and  William  Hertz  examined  and  furnished  glasses  to  patients,

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PSYCHOLOGY  DEPARTMENT 

On  September  16 , 1951,  Mr.  Kenneth  G.  Vayda,  who  has 
his  Master’s  Degree  from  Pennsylvania  State  College,  began  his 
psychological  internship  at  this  hospital.  In  November,  our 
Senior  Psychologist,  Mr.  Henry  R.  Passaro,  was  granted  a military 
leave  for  an  extended  period  of  time.  In  the  absence  of  Mr. 
Passaro,  Mr.  Vayda  has  assumed  the  duties  as  head  of  the  depart- 
ment, and  is  currently  doing  so.  Mr.  Broni  Krisukas  continues 
as  Assistant  Psychologist. 

An  Out-patient  Diagnostic  Clinic  for  Children  was 
established  at  this  hospital  in  March,  1952  and  is  conducted 
every  Wednesday , It  is  staffed  by  the  Clinical  Director  and  the 
psychologists.  To  date,  12  children  were  referred  and  seen  for 
psychiatric  and  psychological  survey.  Sources  of  referrals  were 
from  the  Lutheran  Children’s  Bureau  and  Probation  Officers  of 
Lehigh,  Northampton,  Carbon  and  Monroe  Counties. 

Regular  and  routine  in-patient  psychological  examina- 
tions have  proceeded  at  a rate  of  approximately  25  to  30  per 
month. 

One  of  our  psychologists  participates  each  month  in  the 
Cleft  Palate  Clinic  at  the  Allentown  Hospital. 

A group  psychotherapy  program  was  established  in 
October,  1951  to  include  the  adolescents  who  we  found  amenable 
to  such  treatment.  This  was  one  of  the  most  worthwhile  projects 
in  our  program  in  the  past  year,  and  has  shown  great  promise  for 
the  future.  Approximately  one-half  of  our  children  have  par- 
ticipated in  this  program,  while  a similar  treatment  program  of 


r 
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supervised  play  activities  was  conducted  for  the  remaining  child- 
ren. 

The  population  of  the  Children's  Institute  on  May  31, 
1952  consisted  of  57  boys  and  23  girls.  As  can  be  readily  seen 
from  the  foregoing,  the  greater  portion  of  the  patients  in  the 
Children's  Institute  are  boys  with  the  ratio  of  approximately 
2g  to  1,  Several  times  during  the  year,  the  Boys'  Building  was 
filled  to  capacity  and  waiting  lists  were  maintained.  Our  Girls' 
Building,  however,  has  never  been  filled  to  capacity,  and  the 
population  in  it  is  always  at  a very  minimum. 

SCHOOL 

The  school  staff  consists  of  Mrs.  Mary  Michael  who 
teaches  grades  1,  2,  and  3;  Mrs.  Mary  Sterling  teaching  a special 
class  and  grades  4 and  5;  and  Mrs,  Esther  Derhammer  teaching 
grades  6,7,8,  and  9. 

A regular  achievement  testing  program  has  been  main- 
tained by  the  psychologist  throughout  the  school  year.  During 
the  last  week  of  the  regular  school  session,  Standardized  Achieve- 
ment Tests  are  administered  to  all  children  to  facilitate  grade 
placement  for  the  following  year  for  children  who  will  remain  in 
the  institute. 

A remedial  reading  program,  which  has  been  conducted  ■ 
the  past,  was  enlarged  and  has  been  functioning  on  Saturdays  and 
at  irregular  intervals  during  the  week.  This  is  a very  necessax": 
program  in  view  of  the  fact  that  many  of  our  children  are  so 
retarded  that  it  requires  placing  them  in  a classroom  with 
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children  several  years  younger  than  they.  Considerable  success 
has  been  realized  by  restoring  numerous  children  to  their  proper 
reading  level.  Several  of  our  few  mentally  ill  children  have 
been  attending  school,  but  their  progress  has  not  been  gauged 
by  academic  achievement,  rather  by  their  improved  adjustment  to 
everyday  life. 

Our  weekly  assembly  programs  have  continued,  and  have 
become  one  of  the  most  anticipated  activities  by  the  children. 
The  assembly  period  is  one  hour  in  length,  every  Friday  after- 
noon, followed  by  a one  hour  dance  period. 

PHYSICAL  EDUCATION 

Our  Physical  Education  Staff  consists  of  Messrs. 

Gerald  Saul,  Swimming  Instructor,  and  Michael  Sumja,  Gym 
Instructor.  On  numerous  occasions,  gymnastic  entertainment  was 
provided  by  the  children  for  the  assembly  program. 

All  but  a few  of  our  children  have  learned  to  swim. 
Numerous  diversified  activities  have  constituted  the  Gym  and 
Recreational  Program;  activities  which  are  suited  to  the  needs 
of  the  various  children  of  the  institute.  These  vary  from 
individual  gymnastics  through  competitive  sports,  and  contribute 
a great  deal  toward  the  process  of  socialization  and  group  con- 
formity. 

Activities  in  the  swimming  pool  included  teaching  the 
non-swimmers,  and  teaching  advanced  phases  of  swimming  such  as 
synchronized  swimming,  different  strokes  and  kicks,  water  safety, 
and  fancy  diving.  Speed  swimming  is  also  taught  to  the  advanced 
students.  Four  aquatic  shows  were  presented  by  the  boys  and  gird 
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during  the  year>  Each  boy  and  gir.l  was  given  an  opportunity  to 
pass  either  the  Beginner  or  Swimmer’s  Test  sponsored  by  the 
Red  Cross. 


NURSING  SERVICE 


The  Faculty  of  the  School  of  Nursing  has  remained  the 
same  throughout  the  fiscal  year  with  Miss  Helen  M.  Smith  con- 
tinuing as  Directress  of  Nurses. 


The  turnover  of  employes,  especially  in  the  Men’s 
Division,  has  been  higher  than  last  year.  There  has  been  a sharp 


increase  in  time  lost  through  illness  and  leave  of  absence.  This 


is  partially  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  there  were  prolonged 
illnesses  and  disabilities  in  the  group  of  stable  employes.

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In  September,  Mrs.  Rebecca  Findl'y,  formerly  a teacher  in 
our  Children’s  Unit,  became  a member  of  the  staff  as  an  Occupation 
Therapy  Aide. 

On  May  1,  1952,  Miss  Gladys  Carter,  who  had  been  Directs  3- 
of  this  Department  since  June  1,  1925,  terminated  her  service  at  the 
hospital  by  retirement.  Miss  Olive  Caldwell,  who  had  been  Miss 
Carter’s  assistant  for  many  years,  was  appointed  Directress. 

The  Occupational  Therapy  Department  now  has  a worker  in 
the  Joys’  Building  and  one  in  the  Girls’  Building.  Mr.  Blake  Hobbs 
conducts  the  occupational  therapy  program  for  boys,  teaching  basic 
skills  pertaining  to  the  trades  such  as  elementary  carpentry,  elec- 
tricity, metal  work,  etc.  Mrs.  Findlay  teaches  the  older  girls 
domestic  skills,  especially  sewing,  knitting,  crocheting  and  general 
handicraft  work. 

All  the  shops  have  stressed  work  for  the  hospital  such  as 
table  covers,  ward  curtains,  pillow  shams  and  woven  scatter  rugs  as 

* 

well  as  assisting  the  sewing  room  by  stitching  hampers  of  sheets, 
towels  and  pillow  cases,  averaging  two  or  three  hampers  a month. 

The  Occupational  Therapy  Department  also  operates  the 
Print  Shop  where  32,700  pieces  of  printing  were  completed,  this  in- 
cluding routine  work  for  the  hospital  as  well  as  special  programs 
presented  at  the  institution.

Five  lectures  on  theory  and  practice  of  Occupational 
Therapy  were  given  to  the  Affiliate  Nurses  four  times  during  the 
year.  Each  student  spent  a week  in  two  different  shops  observing  ar.d 
helping  as  much  as  possible. 

LIBRARY 

The  library  has  been  open  for  exchange  of  books  and  maga- 
zines each  Saturday  morning.  We  have  received  donations  of  69  fiction 
and  non-fiction  books,  plus  30  of  the  pocket  editions.  We  subscribe 
to  12  current  weekly  and  monthly  magazines.  Total  number  of  books 
in  the  library  is  2,760. 


MUSIC 

Activities  along  musical  lines  are  under  the  direction  of 
Miss  Lois  Hannaford.  Affiliate  nurses  attend  these  activities  as 
part  of  their  education.  Musical  work  is  carried  on  as  choruses, 
quartet,  instruction  in  piano  and  pipe  organ  as  well  as  in  orchestral 
playing.  A major  activity  centers  around  Christmas  when  there  is 
carolling  and  the  presentation  of  a cantata  which  was  given  for  the 
patients  and  twice  for  the  public.  Other  special  programs  included  a 
June,  1951  recital,  November  pianoforte  recital,  an  Easter  Cantata 
and  the  children’s  May  recital.  In  addition,  music  was  furnished  by 
the  ladies’  chorus  at  the  two  homecoming  celebrations  of  the  Alumnae 
Association  of  this  hospital. 
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Community  singing  was  well  attended  this  year.  Familiar 
songs  and  request  numbers  were  used  with  usually  a special  feature  of 
some  kind  by  a member  of  the  music  department  or  a volunteer  from  the 
audience.  During  the  summer  months,  it  was  conducted  out-of-doors. 

Bed  patients’  singing  was  carried  on  as  usual,  with  a small 
group  from  the  chorus  visiting  a different  ward  each  Friday  where 
they  sang  familiar  songs  and  request  numbers. 

Music  also  constitutes  a part  of  our  activities  in  school 
where  the  pupils  learned  action  and  rote  songs,  folk  dancing,  music 
appreciation  and  had  a rhythm  band. 

SOCIAL  SERVICE 

This  Department  is  still  headed  by  Miss  Maude  McMichael  and 
her  Assistant  continues  to  be  Miss  Emily  Weida.  There  is  still  one 
vacancy  in  this  Department,  and  due  to  the  shortages  of  social 
workers  we  have  been  unable  to  fill  it. 

During  the  fiscal  year,  our  workers  secured  42  case  hi  - 
tories  of  patients  and  made  1,126  visits  in  addition  to  attending 
clinics .

AGRICULTURAL  ACTIVITIES 

The  period  of  this  report  covers  the  1951  summer  and 
fall  harvests,  winter  activities  and  the  main  planting  season 
of  1952.  Report  will  also  be  made  on  dairy,  poultry,  swine  and 
steers  in  which  departments  activities  are  more  or  less  contin- 
uous , 

Crop  production  in  the  1951  season  was  very  gratifying 
with  a few  exceptions.  In  the  vegetable  department,  as  there 
was  no  canning  of  vegetables,  tomatoes  and  snap  beans  were  in 
excess  of  requirements.  Carrots  were  produced  in  quantities

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adequate  for  institutional  needs  both  for  fall  and  winter  use. 
Red  beets  were  not  adequate  for  winter  usage.  Over  six  tons  of 
onions  were  grown,  but  a much  larger  quantity  is  needed.  Qual- 
ity items  such  as  asparagus  and  strawberries  supplied  only 
samples  as  far  as  institutional  needs  are  concerned. 

Peaches  and  table  grapes  were  supplied  in  the  full 
amounts  which  could  be  utilized  during  the  season  they  were 
available.  The  apple  crop  of  3,710  bushels  was  a valuable  con- 
tribution to  the  dietary.  Besides  being  supplied  fresh  from 
July  to  February,  apples  were  made  into  cider  which  was  used  as 
a beverage. 

The  year’s  potato  crop  of  15,202  bushels  was  at  an 
average  of  519  bushels  per  acre  on  29.3  acres.  This  is  believed 
to  be  an  all-time  high  average  yield  per  acre  for  this  institu 
tion.  This  crop  provided  the  total  institutional  requirements 
for  a full  year’s  needs  and  a surplus  of  1,429  bushels  which 
was  transferred  to  other  institutions. 

Of  farm  crops  grown  for  feed  for  livestock,  the  pro- 
duction of  hay,  corn,  barley,  oats,  and  wheat  proved  to  be  ade- 
quate to  meet  the  entire  requirements  of  our  livestock  for  these 
items  for  one  year.  Straw  and  other  kinds  of  bedding  materials 
have  been  purchased  to  the  extent  of  75  tons.  To  supplement 
home-grown  grain,  we  have  followed  our  usual  practice  of  purchas 
ing  wheat  bran,  wheat  middlings,  salt,  minerals  and  high  protein 
concentrates  such  as  the  oil  meals,  beef  scrap,  etc. 


■ r 
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The  planting  season  of  1952  has  been  one  of  unusually 
heavy  rainfall.  Even  with  delays  due  to  the  heavy  rains,  plant- 
ings have  been  made  in  usual  amounts  and  at  only  slightly  de- 
layed dates.  The  season  has  favored  heavy  growth  of  grass,  hay 
and  winter  grains.  It  has  been  detrimental  to  obtaining  a pro- 
per stand  of  potatoes.  Corn  stand,  however,  is  very  good. 

Milk  production  in  our  dairy  declined  considerably 
during  the  winter.  However,  the  rank  attained  by  our  herd  some 
years  ago  as  being  the  herd  with  the  highest  average  production 
per  cow  of  all  institutions  on  a twice  daily  milking  schedule 
has  been  maintained. 

Milk  has  been  supplied  to  the  dietary  daily.  During, 
this  year,  12  quarts  of  cream  have  been  supplied  daily.  During 
the  year,  10,4$0  pounds  of  cow  beef  were  deliver jd  from  the 
dairy  to  our  dietary  section. 

During  the  year,  32  heifers  were  declared  surplus 
and  transferred  to  other  institutions;  two  were  declared  surplus 
and  sold  to  4-H  Clubs  for  their  projects. 

Beef  production  from  feeder  steers  (Herefords)  pur- 
chased in  1951  for  slaughter  in  winter  amounted  to  35,091  pounds, 
an  average  of  674  pounds  per  head,  Holstein  steers  raised  from 
our  own  dairy  calves  in  1950  were  22  head.  One  died  in  1951, 

21  were  fattened  in  winter  of  1952.  Of  these,  9 had  been 
slaughtered  and  delivered  to  the  kitchen  by  the  end  of  May. 

These,  at  2 years  of  age,  dressed  at  an  average  of  762  pounds 


each. 
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On  May  31,  1952,  the  steer  inventory  shows  4 0 yearling 
Herefords  and  38  produced  Holsteins,  age  3 months  to  1 year  on 
hand,  as  well  as  12  fat  Holsteins  ready  for  slaughter. 

Pork  production  during  the  year  was  72,409  pounds 
from  309  hogs  slaughtered,  an  average  of  234  pounds  each.  In 
April,  5 little  pigs  were  declared  surplus  and  were  sold  to  4-F 
Club  members. 

In  the  poultry  department,  we  have  followed  our  usual 
practice  of  buying  1,000  day-old  pullets  in  each  of  the  follow- 
ing months  - February,  May  and  September.  By  this  arrangement 
we  have  a somewhat  uniform  production  of  eggs  and  of  table 
birds  made  up  of  layers  going  out  of  production.  Production  ic 
not  as  high  or  as  uniform  as  we  desire  but  usually  fluctuates 
around  1,000  eggs  per  day.

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EDUCATIONAL  ACTIVITIES 

From  June  4 through  June  S,  195-1,  the  Junior  Class 
of  the  Hahnemann  Medical  College,  Philadelphia,  numbering  79 
students,  were  at  our  hospital  for  their  annual  course  in  psy- 
chiatry. We  also  during  the  fiscal  year  gave  a course  of  lectures 
to  the  students  in  Abnormal  Psychology  at  Lehigh  University, 
Lafayette,  Moravian,  Cedar  Crest  and  Muhlenberg  Colleges.  We 
also  had  a clinic  for  Social  Agencies  of  Carbon  County,  also 
there  were  3 programs  at  the  hospital  for  the  benefit  of  a Cor- 
rectional Training  Group  sponsored  by  the  Public  Service  Insti- 
tute, and  we  had  seminars  for  Lutheran  Ministers  of  the 
Allentown  Conference.  Two  graduate  nurses  from  the  Nursing 
Department  of  McGill  University,  Montreal,  Canada,  visited  the 
hospital.  Their  chief  interest  was  in  the  children's  units 
and  an  educational  program  of  activity  was  planned  for  them  in 
those  units.  During  the  course  of  their  week’s  stay  here,  they 
also  were  conducted  on  a tour  of  the  institution,  attended 
medical  staff  and  had  conferences  on  the  educational  program 
for  affiliate  students  and  in-staff  groups.  The  directress  of 
nurses  and  Senior  students  of  the  Palmerton  Hospital  visited 
us  and  a lecture  was  also  given  to  them.  In  addition,  9 dental, 
hygienists  from  the  Allentown  Public  School  System  received  a 
lecture,  and  20  teachers  from  the  Allentown  High  School  visited 
the  children’s  unit  and  we  presented  lectures  on  the  organization 
and  function  of  the  children’s  unit  as  well  as  some  case  history 
material.  School  nurses  from  Salisbury  Township  were  given  a 
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lecture  by  us  and  also  toured  the  institution  as  did  a group  of 
Mennonites,  graduate  school  teachers  of  Lehigh  University  and 
classes  from  numerous  high  schools,  a class  from  the  Kutztown 
and  East  Stroudsburg  State  Teachers’  Colleges,  also  some  members 
of  a scout  troop  from  Palmerton  and  the  Berks  County  Guidance 
Group  from  Reading. 

Drs.  Goshorn,  Shettel,  Rossman  and  Fritz  as  well  as 
the  Directress  of  Nurses,  Miss  Smith,  made  several  speeches 
during  the  year  before  Business  Men’s  and  Women’s  Clubs  and 
schools,  etc. 

INSTITUTIONAL  GUESTS

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State  Hospital;  Ethelyn  Stinson,  Directress  of  Music  of  the 
Philadelphia  State  Hospital  and  her  assistant;  Miss  Mary  P. 
Henry,  a member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Mayview  State 
Hospital;  Mr,  T.  B,  Kneen,  Engineer  in  Charge  of  the  Engineer- 
ing Experiment  Station,  State  College  and  Representative  Francis 
W.  Bucchin.  Dr.  Lawrence  Kolb,  who  is  doing  inspection  work  for 
the  Governor’s  Mental  Health  Survey  Committee  for  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  also  visited  us, 

MISCELLANEOUS  STAFF  ACTIVITIES 

The  Superintendent  and  the  staff  appeared  in  court 
43  times  on  behalf  of  patients  relative  to  guardianship  proceed- 
ings, habeas  corpus  and  to  assist  the  Judge  and  District  Attorne 
in  relation  to  testimony.  They  also  examined  24  patients  for  th 
various  courts,  attended  the  American  Medical  and  American  Psy- 
chiatric Associations  Conventions  held  in  Atlantic  City,  New 
Jersey  as  well  as  the  Wainwright  Tumor  Clinic  in  Allentown. 

The  Superintendents’  Meeting  at  the  Harrisburg  State  Hospital 
on  November  29,  1951  was  attended  by  the  Superintendent,  and 
on  March  18  and  19,  1952  the  Meeting  of  the  Superintendents  was 
held  at  the  Allentown  State  Hospital.  On  February  20,  1952  the 
Superintendent  attended  the  dedication  of  the  new  Embreeville 
State  Hospital, 

The  annual  Crop  Planning  Conference,  under  the  auspice 
of  Mr,  Victor  A.  Houston,  Agriculturist,  Department  of  Welfare, 
took  place  at  this  hospital  on  October  30.  Plans  for  crop  and 
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livestock  productions  were  formulated  in  the  presence  of  our 
Steward,  the  Dietitian  and  the  Superintendent.  The  Meeting  of 
the  Farm  Managers  and  Herdsmen  of  the  State  Hospitals  of  this 
district  which  included  the  Philadelphia,  Norristown,  Embreeville, 
Wernersville  and  Farview  State  Hospitals,  the  Pennhurst  State 
School  and  our  own  hospital  was  held  at  our  institution  on 
January  24,  1952.  There  was  a very  interesting  discussion  on 
the  various  herds  as  well  as  on  poultry. 

NATIONAL  MENTAL  HEALTH  AND  PENNSYLVANIA  WEEKS 

"Pennsylvania  Week"  was  celebrated  from  October  15 
through  October  20  by  having  "Open  House"  at  the  hospital  and 
there  were  97  visitors.  We  likewise  had  talks  on  the  radio  and 
the  Allentown  and  Bethlehem  newspapers  carried  some  very  nice 
articles  about  the  hospital. 

We  also  celebrated  Mental  Health  Week,  May  5 to  10, 
by  having  "Open  House"  every  afternoon.  There  were  104  regis- 
tered visitors. 

RELIGIOUS  SERVICES 

The  Ministerial  Associations  of  Allentown  and  Bethle- 
hem have  continued  to  divide  between  them  the  assignment  of 
clergymen  for  services  on  Sunday  afternoons.  Father  Mathis  of 
Our  Lady  Help  of  Christians  provided  special  services  for  member:.' 
of  the  Roman  Catholic  Church,  including  the  special  Easter  anc 
Christmas  masses  and  the  giving  of  last  rites  to  members  of  hi  a

PHYSICAL  PLANT 

The  Superintendent  and  Fire  Marshal  accompanied  by  the 
Maintenance  Engineer  have  inspected  every  nook  and  corner  of  the 
institution  every  6 months,  and  our  maintenance  group  has  worked 
well  to  keep  up  the  various  repairs. 

GENERAL  STATE  AUTHORITY 

The  commissary  building  will  be  completed  within  a 
relatively  short  period  of  time,  but  the  hospital  building  of 
60  beds  and  housing  the  pharmacy,  social  service,  X-ray  and 

electrotherapy  departments,  pathological  laboratory,  medical

record  office,  libraries,  etc.  is  far  from  finished. 

ENGINEERING  DEPARTMENT 

The  Engineering  Department  has  gone  along  as  usual 
with  the  repairing  of  steam  leaks,  water  lines,  etc. 

We  have  had  the  usual  complaint  about  coal;  many  times 
we  had  a very,  very  little  supply  for  our  institution. 

Our  boilers  are  in  f airly  good  condition,  but  we  art 
need  of  one  more  as  an  auxiliary  boiler. 
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MAIKTENANCE  DEPARTMENT 

The  Maintenance  Department  is  under  the  supervision  of 
Mr.  Michael  Katchen  who  has  continued  to  keep  up  with  the  repair- 
ing and  painting. 

This  entire  summer  our  farm  group  washed  walls  through- 
out the  institution. 


FIRE  ALARM  SYSTEM 

Our  fire  alarm  system  seems  to  be  very  satisfactory. 
There  is,  however,  no  fire  alarm  system  in  our  new  store  room 
and  later  we  will  make  application  to  have  one  installed  there . 

During  the  fiscal  year,  there  were  17  fire  drills  held 
at  the  hospital.  We  are  happy  to  state  that  our  Fire  Marshal, 

Mr.  Terry  Kuntz,  is  the  Fire  Chief  of  the  Whitehall  Township 
Fire  Department. 

On  May  22,  our  Fire  Marshal,  Mr.  Russell  Garrity,  our 
Chief  Engineer,  and  the  Superintendent  attended  the  Engineer  and 
Fire  Marshal  Meeting  at  the  Retreat  State  Hospital. 

ELECTRICAL  STORM  DAMAGE 

Lightning  struck  the  barn  on  our  No.  2 farm  during  an 
electrical  storm  on  August  19.  Only  minor  damage  was  done  to  the 
barn  for  fortunately  no  fire  occurred. 

LOYALTY  OATH 

Through  the  kindness  of  Mr.  Moulton  Frantz,  Clerk  of 
Quarter  Sessions  of  Lehigh  County;  Mr,  Jacob  Daubert,  Chairman  of 
the  Republican  Party  of  Lehigh  County;  and  Mr.  Frantz’s  secretary 
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Miss  Ruth  Dreisbach,  the  loyalty  oath  was  given  to  all  employes 
of  this  hospital. 

REAL  ESTATE 

We  sold  two  portions  of  ground  to  the  Jersey  Central 
Railroad  to  increase  the  size  of  their  yard  as  well  as  to  move 
the  highway.  The  first  portion  was  5.44  acres,  and  the  second 
portion,  which  has  not  gone  through  the  legislature  as  yet,  was 
0.$31  acres.

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FUTURE  MEEDS 


We  need  one  auxiliary  boiler  for  our  power  house,  and 
our  second  need  is  to  completely  turn  the  institution  over  to 
A.  C.  service. 

We,  at  the  Allentown  State  Hospital,  would  also  like  to 
have  a larger  building  for  disturbed  women,  increased  by  at  least 
100  beds;  a building  for  200  beds  for  disturbed  men,  and  a 60  bed 
convalescent  building  for  men. 

The  senile  patient  population  has  increased  in  the  past 
several  years  and  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  sooner  or  later  it 
will  be  compulsory  for  this  institution  to  have  a building  for  125 
senile  men  and  125  senile  women  with  all  conveniences  and  medern- 
izations  to  handle  this  type  of  patient. 

HIGHWAYS 

The  Highway  Department  has  opened  the  street  between 
Hamilton  and  our  R V Building.  The  road,  as  yet,  is  not  very 
satisfactory.  We  are  hopeful  that  they  will  macadamize  it.  They 
have  taken  care  of  all  repairs  of  their  highways. 

May  I take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  Honorable 
John  S.  Fine,  the  Honorable  William  C.  Brown,  the  Bureau  of  Mental 
Health,  the  Bureau  of  Institutional  Management,  the  Comptroller  and 
all  other  Departments  who  were  so  kind  to  me  and  my  staff  during 
the  past  year,  we  having  done  our  best  to  do  a good  job  for  this 
great  Commonwealth.
